jumped on him it would have been dif- 
ferent,’ he said. 

“Snyder came to me and said: ‘Damn 

it, if it hadn’t been for you, he’d have 
killed us all.’ 
“Kimmel was still conscious. He said 
he wanted us to take his body and ef- 
fects home. I found he had also been 
shot in the hip and I removed the bul- 
let with my pocket knife. I went to the 
boarding house and got our valises and 
blankets and took them back to the 
woods. 





Got Kimmel's Revolver. 
“Kimmel gave me his revolver. and 
told me to keep it. He died at 10 p. m., 
Aug. 14, 1898. Snyder wanted to ship the 
body back, but we decided that as we 
had gone there to hunt for treasure, it 
would be hard for us to explain how 
two men got killed, and we decided to 
bury the bodies together. We started 
to dig the grave after making a vow 
that neither would ever tell about it so 
long as one lived, 

“While we were digging the grave 
Snyder asked me if I knew Kimmel was 
heavily insured. He said he knew he 
had three policies, one in the New York 
Life. I told him I didn’t know anything 
about that. 

: Two in One Grave. 
“We stripped the bodies, wrapped them 
in my blankets and dropped them into 
a grave about 4% or 5 feet deep, John- 
son's being put in first. When the hole 
was filled we covered the grave with 
leaves and brush. Then Snyder remained 
in the woods while I went back to 
Marshfield and paid our board bill. On 
my return we hired the owner of a Coos 
Bay fishing boat to take us to Empire 
City, Ore., and from there we went to 
Portland. Snyder threw Johnson's va- 
lise into the bay while we were on the 
boat, but we took Kimmel’s with us. 
“Kimmel had a gold watch, a gold 
ring and something more than $800. He 
asked us to send them to his mother 
and sister in Niles, but we did not do 
so. We agreed never to tell what had 
taken place as long as both of us were 
alive.” : 
Looked for the Grave. 
Bacon asked Swinney what he did with 
Kimmel'’s revolver. 
“I kept it until last October, when I 
gave it to you,” the witness replied. 
Bacon took a nickel-plated revolver 
from a drawer and Swinney identified it 
as Kimmel’s, He then resumed his story. 
“At Portland,” he said, ‘“‘we divided 
the 200 pieces of gold and I paid Snyder 
$500 1 owed him. He also kept Kimmel’s 
money. We were in Portland three days 
and the last day somebody stole Snv- 
der’s and Kimmel's valises from the hall 
of a boarding house while we were at 
dinner. I think Snyder had most of the 
money in a sack hung around his neck 
“Il was at Coos Bay ajsain in Decem- 
ber, 1904, and looked caisually for the 
grave, but could see no trace of it. 
There was another man with me, and 
[ did not search carefully. I saw Sny- 
der in Portland the following February 
or March and he said he had not sent 
Kimmel'’s jewelry and money home, as 
he was afraid. I told him I would 
send it, but he wouldn't let me because 
he was afraid it would get us into 
trouble. |

was out of order. I fount a little piece 
of steel interfering and it looked to me 
like it had been put there purposely to

She read 
in a Kansas City. paper last October 
about the Kimmel mystery and advised 
me to write to some of the lawyers in 
the case.

City woman who said she was John- 
son’s sister, but I had destroyed all 
these letters, with a diary of the Ore- 
gon trip, because my wife was jealous. 

“When we were on our way to Ore- 
gon Johnson toid us he had a sister 
who worked in the Denver postoffice, 
and wanted to stop there and see her. 
Kimmel said he didn’t have time to 
stop, so we went on.” 


Swinney's Record. 
Bacon then questioned Swinney about 
his criminal record. 
“I was arrested in Oklahoma in 1882 
on a charge of killing a man,” said 
Swinney, “‘and was acquitted at Fort 


Smith, Ark. Then he was angry at the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad, which had 


caused my arrest, and I wrote to the 
general manager in St, Louis for trans- 
portation so I could come and talk *o 
him and get compensation for my ar- 
rest. 

“He wrote that he probably would not 
be in St. Louis when I got here, and 
advised me to tell my troubles by mail. 
I did so and got no answer. Then I 
wrote a_still more insistent letter, and 
for writing it I was arrested on a 
chargé of attempted third-degree rob- 
bery and sentenced to three and one-half 
years in the penitentiary. I served two 
years, besides 13 months in jail. 

“When I got out I felt worse than 
ever. I wanted reve:ge and tried to 
get it, but I got left. Then I was sent 
to the penitentiary for 12 years for 
what they called train robbery. I 
served nine years and got out in 1897,.’’

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BRYAN IS CALLED 
EVIL GENIUS AT 


Dies of Texas, in House, Says He 
Neither Fears His Power Nor 
5 ad 
Respects Judgment. 


COMMONER IS ANSWERED 


Declares, Amid Cheers, Clark 
and Underwood Are Guiding 
Party to Success.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.+William J. 
Bryan was held up to the House as the 
“evil genius hovering on the flanks of 
Democracy” by Representative Martin 
E. Dies of Texas, who spdke in reply 
to the Commoner’s latest attack on the 
Democratic membership of t House. 

Democrats and Republi¢ans alike 
cheered Dies’ declaration that he 
“neither feared the power nor respected 
the judgment” of the Nebraskan; and 
his further announcement that Democra- 
cy, under the leadership of Champ Clark 
and Oscar W. Underwood, was headed 
toward complete success, swept the 
Democratic side of the House _ into 
Storms of applause. 

“I am almost ready to join Gov. Wil- 
son in his desire to find some decent and 
orderly manner of ‘knocking Mr. Bryan 
into a cocked hat,’’”’ said Dies, amid a 
roar of Democratic 
plause. 

Bryan Article Is Basis 

Dies’ attack on Bryan followed the 
latter’s declaration in the last issue of 
the Commoner that the 13 Democrats 
who voted against a recent amendment 
in the House to require publicity of all 
recommendations to the President on 
judgeship appointments, were ‘“un- 
worthy to represent a Democratic con- 
stituency.’’ 

Dies declares that if Bryan had spent 

as much time “reading law as hs had 
attacking Democrats in public life, he 
would have known that the proposed 
law would be unconstittuional and an 
infringement of the President’s rights. 
“Mr. Bryan has led the Deniocrats 
through three disastrous defeats,’’ cried 
Dies. “Like the Bourbons of old, he 
has learned nothing and forgotten noth- 
ing. He points our column straight to 
the rocks of St. Helena. 
“The people are ready to give us more 
power. In this situation it is a calam- 
ity, if not a crime, for Bryan to sow 
seeds of discord in. the ranks of the 
party. 

Tired of War on Windmills. 

*‘Whatever we do here displeases him. 
The prospect of Democratic success 
seems to anger his very soul, I prefer to 
follow the leadership of the gentleman 
from Alabama, I have followed Don 
Quixote of Nebraska until I am weary- 
ing of a war upon windmills.

Opera House Prepared by 
Adolphus Busch 's Architects 
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Leave Room for 


They Provide for a $100,000 Music Hall and 


$1,000,000 Hotel 


and Garden. 





LANS for a $500,000 grand 

Pp opera house, to carry out the 
ideas of Adolphus Busch, have 
been prepared by Widmann & Walsh, 
architects for the Busch interests, 
on outlines furnished by Theopile 
Papin: Jr. 
Busch recently offered $50,000 
for the opera house on condition 
that the balance of $450,000 should 
be raised within six months. Pap- 
in’s design calls for an opera house 
to be placed on the wedge-shaped 
tract at the intersection of Olive 
street and Lindell boulevard, near 
Theresa avenue. 
Chance for Big Hotel. 

A $100,000 music hall would adjoin the 
main building, and there would be space 
for the construction, ultimately, of a 
$1,000,000 hotel and garden. 
Papin, in-explaining the design to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday, quoted 
Masqueray, the French architect, who 
aided in designing the World’s Fair, as 
having called the Olive-Lindell junction 
“the gateway of St. Louis.’ 
To carry out the plans, buildings now 
occupying the tract, none of them of 
uncommon value, would have to be de- 
molished. The space between Theresa 
and Channing avenues would pe made a 
plaza, and the opera house would oc- 








cupy the east end of the square beyond, 
With its foyer on the Theresa avenue 
side. 

Adjoining ft on the west would: be 
the concert hall, so arranged that it 
could be thrown together with the opera 
house. These two, Papin said, could be 
erected for $700,000, including the cost of 
the ground. 

If it proved practicable, Papin said, 
the Grand avenue side of the block would 
be acquired. Next to the music hall he 
would have a garden, for open air con- 
certs, and.on the Grand avenue -side he 
would have a six-story hotel, with res- 
taurants on the first floor: On the Olive 
street side would be half a dozen smal 
shops. This part of his plan, he said, 
could be executed for $1,000,000. 

To Be Used for Drama. 

Except in the grand opera season, Pa- 
pin would have the opera house used 
for drama, under the direction of a com- 
petent manager, so that the place would 
be self-supporting throughout the year. 
The music hall he would have for the 
permanent home of the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra. 

On subscription for loges and seats, 
Papin has worked out a plan that would 
yield $345,000. The two houses could be 
bonded for $300,000, which, he said, would 
leave but $200,000 to be raised.

A few weeks ago the committee 
came out for Roosevelt for President 
and Jarrett and Jeptha Howe went to 
New York to tell Roosevelt about It. 
The Mayor was indignant, and the re- 
sult of his indignation was a recoucili- 
ation with Otto Stifel. Another meeting 
of the committee was called and the 
Roosevelt indorsement was rescinded. 


‘| The Mayor and Stifel went to Washing- 


ton and told Taft about that. 

Jarrett refused to change his vote 
when the Roosevelt resolution was te- 
considered, and there was nothing left 
for him to do but get out. His resigna- 
tion was accepted unanimously. 

In his resignation, Jarrett blamed all 
of his troubles on Mayor Kreismann. 
but he concluded the letter with a pledge 
of loyalty to the Mayor and the adniin- 
istration. He said that the Mayor jger- 
suaded him, against his inclination, to 
accept the chairmanship, and it was the 
Mayor who convinced the majority of 
the committeemen that the interest of 
harmony best could be served by a 
change of leadership. :

Only a short time before the commit- 
tee made its report, an application for 
the dissolution of the McKelvey Con- 
struction Co. was filed in the Circuit 
Court. The petition was signed by 
Theodore Crusius, owning 189 shares; : 
R. B. McKelvey, owning 6, and J. N. 
McKelvey, owning 5. The company 
was organized in 1904 and the dissolution 
was decided on at a directors’ meeting 
Feb. 3. 
The report exonerating McKelvey of 
the charges brought against him by the 
Carpenters’ District Council was adopt- 
ed by unanimous vote of the Council 
and members of the committee were 
congratulated for the way they handled 
the investigation and report.

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STATE RELIGION FOR JAPAN. 
Having the establishment of a national religion 
under serious consideration, Japan, through its 
home minister, invites representatives of the 
Christian, Buddhist and Shinto faiths to a con- 
ference on the subject. Certainly a possibility 
that seems justified from the way the news is 
given to the world is that the religion whose 
representatives can make the best showing may 
be selected. Jupanese leaders feel that the re- 
hgious life should be more strongly emphasized 
in the nation. They desire to draw religion into 
closer relations with the state and to encourage 
plety and the sober moral virtues among the mer- 
curial Japanese. 

A prospect of adding the millions of Japan and 
Corea to Christendom is most interesting. Who, 
however, is to represent Christianity in the pre- 
liminaries? If the faith of Christendom is seleet- 
ed, what one of the myriad sects is to be picked 
out as most nearly exemplifying its principles? 
Japan's is a most delicate and difficult under- 
taking. It seeks closer relations between church 
and state at a time when millions in England 
urge’ less intimate relations and when France 
and Portugal have just ended a harrowing strug- 
gle for their destruction: To ‘erect into a na- 
tional faith a religion which, after lapse of time, 
should become a prevailing feligion through in- 
dividua] selection, under competitive conditions,

This is 
particularly true of the Gasconade and the Osage, 

which are fed by the springs of the Ozarks.

We have had symposiums upon. the 
Great White Plague; we have had trea- 
tises upon. the less-to-be-spoken-of 
Black Plague: now what is to be done 
With this dod-ratted cogfougded Red 
Plague? Shall we allow it to continue 
along its full course, clogging brains, 
spoiling appetites and rasping tempers? 
Shall we accept its fell attack upon 
mind and body, and merély wait to ie 
thankful when it has left us one hand- 
kerchief for post-mortem use? 

For the benefit of the Universal So- 
clety of Periodic Snifflers, I will tell 
what I know about the Red Plague. 

It usually appears when the furnace 
fires are started in the fall, and the 
dust circulates through the house by 
hot air. It also appears with the dry- 
ness of steam heat. It also appears 
with the dampness of spfing, after the 
furnace fire has ‘gone out; and of fall, 
before the furnace fire has begun. It 
also appears when the house’is too 
warm—and when the house is too cold. 
It frequently is due to overeating, when 
the résistance power of the blood is 
lowered by toxins; and it very frequent- 
ly is due to undereating, when the re- 
sistance power of the body is lowered 
by lack of nourishment.

‘not need clothing. 

It is a product of insufficient air—and 
also of too much air. It thrives on lack 
of ventilation—and ‘floats gaily upon a 
draft. It is very prevalent in New York 
and Boston, because of the‘ dampness 
and the rawness, and in Chicago and in 
Minneapolis, because of the windinessg, 
and in Des Moines, St. Louis and New 
Orleans, because of the humidity, and 
In. Denver, because of the dryness, and 
in Portitnd, because of the rains, and 
in San Francisco, because of the fogs, 
and in Los Angeles, because of the 
tourists. 

Noting the above facts, we may learn 
how to fight the Red Plague. A malady 
so readily diagnosed and segregated, so 
exact in its workings, offers little dif-

ate quantities of water, or other fluids, 
at meals is not only no hindrance, but 
rather a help in the process. The dan- 
ger comes only when the drink is taken 
so cold as to check digestion, or when 
it is used to wash down the food in 
chunks, before it has been properly 
ground by the teeth. 

“The claims of many breakfast foods 
are greatly exaggerated, for they con- 
‘ain no more nourishment, or in no more 
digestible form, than the same weight of 
bread; and they cost from two to five 
times as much. As they come on our 
tables, they are nearly seven-eighths 
water, and the cream and sugar taken 
with them are of. higher food value than 
trey are. They should never be relied 
tpon as the main part of a meal. 

“The most wholesome fruit is apples. 
Their general wholesomeness and per- 
manent usefulness may be gathered 
from the fact that they are one of the 
few fruite which you can eat almost 
daily the year round, or at very fre- 
yuent intervals, without getting tired 
of them. Food that you don’t get tired 
of is usually food which is good for you. 

‘‘We have no natural appetite for bev- 
erages. It is a most striking fact that, 
although these beverages have been 
drunk by the race for centuries, we have 
rever developed an instinct or natural 
appetite for them. No child ever yet 
| was born with an appetite or natural
